Hakes Plants Grow 
Five Times as Fast 


IN D IA N A PO L IS TF—Eli Lilly & 
Co. announced today it is distribut­ 
ing to scientists for agricultural ex- * 
periments a qu antity of 
a 
rare 
chemical which m ak es plants grow , 
up to five times as fast as the nor­ 
m al rate. 
T he ch em ica l is gibbereilic acid. 
Lilly, the pharmaceutical house 
w hich m ak es m ost of the world’s 
Saik polio vaccine supply, said it 
is a “ virtu ally unknown” chemical 
w hich m ay cause “plant kingdom 
rev o lu tio n .” 
Lilly said it studied the chem­ 
ical as a plant growth stimulant 
in climate-controlled laboratories 
and under field conditions. In the 
laboratory’, the acid increased the 
growth rate of some plants by five 
times, spokesmen said. 
“The substance has exciting pos­ 
sibilities as a plant growth regu­ 
lator.” said T. P. Carney, vice 
president of research. “But a great 
deal of laborious and time consum 
ing research still must be done 
before the full extent of its useful 
ness is known.”

SIU Country Column 


By ALBERT METER 
To watch an experienced live 
stock exhibitor show animals in 
competition at a fair—county, re­ 
gional or state—is worth the time 
of any fair goer who is interested 
in farm animals 
The competition 
toughens as the fair increases in 
importance. 
The writer is no authority on the 
fine points of quality that consti­ 
tutes a winning animal, but it is 
easy to see that the judges, who 
are selected for their expert knowl 
edge of a certain breed of live 
stock, have a difficult task rank­ 
ing the animals in proper order for 
awarding ribbons and the prize 
money. 
That the animals entered in com 
petition at fairs are of good qual­ 
ity is to be taken for granted. The 
ordinary spectator generally can 
see some differences in the ani­ 
mals of a particular class, but it 
takes the special abilities of the 
livestock judge to decide which will 
receive the blue ribbon, which the 
red, and so on down the list. 
If the judge is under pressure, 
the exhibitor is doubly so. 
Some 
show their tension more than oth­ 
ers, but undoubtedly all must feel 
it somewhat. As the judge moves 
along the line of animals to size ; 
up their qualities, each handler 
may be seen eyeing the judge ex­ 
pectantly, almost furtively, while 
at the same time trying to make 
sure his animal is moving or stand­ 
ing in such a way as to show off 
its best qualities effectively. 
It is obvious that experience is 
the best teacher in the art of ex­ 
hibiting good livestock 
at fairs. 
Properly grooming the animal for 
the show ring is essential. Once in 
the ring with judging underway, 
proper handling takes know-how 
and control of the animal. A calm 
animal makes the job simpler. 
Sometimes, after the first tenta­ 
tive placing of the animals the 
judge may shuffle the positions af­ 
ter a final survey of the lot. This 
means brightening eyes for the 
handler whose animal moves up 
the scale and a falling countenance 
for the person whose animal is re­ 
placed. 
Winning high awards in 
competition at fairs is valuable ad-

In plowing such wheat stubble H:30—As the World Turns, CBS 
the farmers sometimes run into dif­ 
ficulty unless the field is first mow­ 
ed, disked, or otherwise treated to 
get the stubble and straw down so 
that it can be turned down by the 
plow more adequately. Do this ra­ 
ther than burning off the field. 
Farmers in Southern Illinois can­ 
not afford to lose the organic hu­ 
mus that vi needed so desperately 
by the soil. Crop residues are one 
source of this 
humus. 
Other 
sources are barnyard manure and 
green manure crops such as oats, 
rye, and clovers which are plowed 
down. 
Joseph P. Vavra, SIU soils spe­ 
cialist, points to three of the many 
beneficial effects of humus in the 
soil. 
First, it develops good soil tilth 
so that there is less packing and 
the soil may be worked more eas­ 
ily in the cultivation process. 
Second, soil with a high percent­ 
age of humus does not lose fertil­ 
izers by leaching so rapidly as do 
some others. 
Third, humus increases the wat­ 
er-holding capacity of the soil, a 
highly important factor in years of 
drouth. Humus makes the soil 
more absorbent, allowing less run­ 
off of water.

James uses some strong langu­ 
age here. 
In verse nine he says 
that, “if ye have respect of per­ 
sons, ye commit sin, and are con­ 
vinced of the law as transgress­ 
ors.” He goes on to say that those 
who are guilty of discrimination 
are as guilty of breaking the law 
as is any person 
who 
commits 
adultery or kills someone.
